Walter Unwln Meets His Death While 
Bathing In the Arm. 

At about 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon Walter Uiiwiii, Willie Rekl, Kicli- 
aid Bittaucourt and Longie Oliver, 
four boys whose ages range n:oni fifteen 
to I wenty-one, started to walk up the 
.'Vrm, their Intentiou being to take a 
swiin and return til the city in time to 
resume their work at o o'clock. One of 
tho little iiarty never returned, and 
seareliing parties ate .still trying to find 
his iifeli-s lioily in the watei-s that 
canseil his de.illi. 

The story of Walter Unwin'.s ilealli 
liy drowning is told bi ietly liy his com- 
panions .IS follows: The little party 
walked up tho Aim on the side furthest 
fr (111 the city, until the Twin .Sister 
Koeks, near Dead .Man's Island, were 
readied. Here all went in fur a swim, 
L'liw in. wild was only leai iiiiig and could 
not yet swim piopcM'ly, leiiiaiiiiiig in the 
w.ilcr after the others bad coinnieneed 
to dress again on the bank, liittancoiirt 
and (.diver, lieilig dressed first, started 
on their way back to town, when they 
wen; stiii tled liy "• c'ry for help from 
Willie Keid, who, on tuniiiig. tliey s:'.w 
partially dressed .swiiuining aliout and 
vriiiily trying to rc;ii-h L'lr.viii, v. jio liail 
got lieyoud his dei>lli and wa.s sinking 
for tlie last time. 

Tl'.e two boys retiinied at (nice, but 
lliey were too late. Their companion 
liad gone dow n to rise no more. Willie 
Kei(i, wlio alone witnessed the death of 
his friend and who did everything lliat 
anyone could lo .save him, says that his 
attention was first called to Unwiu's 
danger by hearing "the water gurgling 
in Ilia throat." Unwin did not utter a 
single cry, but simply threw up his 
hands, as if for help, and sank down to 
his death. 

Without waiting to undress, Rcid 
s[)raug in and swam to hia comrade's as- 
sistance. Before he could reach him, it 
was too late. A number of sailors lie- 
longing to H. M. S. Swiftsure, with the 
steam launch, arrived only a tew acc- 
oiids later, ill n^sponso to the call for 
help, anil did all in t heir power, by div- 
ing and dieilgiug, lo recover the body. 
The i ni reut liowcvi-r carried it away, 
and it lias not yet been louiid. 

The deceased was a iiiilive of IClig- 
hiiid, II) ye:irs of age, and came to lli il- 
ish Colimiliia about two years ago, since 
which time he lias lived with his pa- 
rents at '-'17 .loliiison street. He was a 
bright, obliging, kind ami priimisiiig 
young man— a favorite with all who 
knew him. For Home tiiiiehe was em- 
ployed as a waiter at the \'ictoria Club, 
where he ni;ide many friends, and at 
the time of his death he was filling a 
similar position at the Union ('liib. .As 
his parents are not in the best of eii - 
cumstaiicos, bis friends are coming for- 
ward with liberal subscriptions to iiros- 
ecute the search for the body and lo 
give it interment.

At Chicago, on 'I'uesday night, the 
f^ronin iuc^uest was brought to a clo.^*;. 
The jury after being locked up several 
hours, returned into court, when the 
foreman read the following verdict: 

'•\\'e, tlie undersigned, a jury ap- 
pointed to make an enijiiiry, according 
to law, as to how the body viewed c.iino 
to this state, give as our verdict, from 
the evidence, that the body is that of 
I'atrick 11. Croiiin, known us Dr. Croii- 
in: 'J, that his death was not Iroin na- 
tural causes, but from violent means; 
.'i, that llieyai 1 C'roiiiii was decoyed from 
his home on North Clark sli eel, on the 
evening of the-Uh of May, ISHi), by some 
per-son or ])er.sons to the cottago known 
as (.'arlson cottage, situated at 1.S7"J 
Ashlund avenue; 4, that ut said cottage 
the said Crouiii was murdered by being 
beaten on his head with some blunt in- 
strument in the hands of some person or 
persons unknown; 5, that the body af- 
ter said murder was placed in a trunk 
and carried to the edge of the water on 
ii wagon by several persons and by them 
|)laced iu a catch bnsin ut the 
corner of Ilvnnston Avenue and 
,")l)th street, Lake View, where 
it was discovered May 22nd; ti, that tlic 
evidence showsconclusively toour minds 
that a plot or conspiracy was formed by 
a number of per.sons for the pur|ii)se of 
nmrderiiig said Cronin and coiicciding 
his body, s,iid plot or conspiracy was 
cleliberi'tcly contrived and cruelly ex- 
ecuted; 7, we have carefully eii(|iiireil 
iutotlie relations .sustained liy Croninlo 
other persons while alive to ascertain if 
tliere was any cause of enmity with any 
liersoll sll llii'iellt lo cause Ills lillirder, 
It is our jinlgiiieiit that no |)ersoii or 
persons except somciif those wdio aie or 
li.,d liei-ii members of a certain secret 
.society kiiovMias tlie United Hrothei - 
lioiiil or Cl.i:i-iia-l iael, had any cause lo 
bc the instigators or executors of sueli 
plot orcDiispii iiey lo murder .s:dd ('roiiiii. 
.Many of the witie-sses testifying in llie 
CISC have done so with mncli evident 
unwillingness and as wc bolieve with 
iiiciit.d rcserviitioii. We find from tlie 
evidence that a number of pcr.soiis were 
parties to this plot or conspiracy lo mur- 
der said Cronin, and that Daii t'oiighlin, 
Patrick CSullivan, Alexander .Sul- 
livan and one Woodrufl', alias 
Illack, were cither principals, accesso- 
ries, or bad guilty knowledge of siu h 
plot or conspiracy to niiirdcr said Cronin 
and conceal his body, and they should 
be held lo answer lo the grand jury. 
We also believe that other persons were 
engaged in this plot or had guilty 
knowledge of it, and shmild be appro- 
lieiidcd and held to the grand jury. We 
furtlier ^^late that this plot or conspiracy 
in its conception and e.xecution is one of 
thi^ most foul and brutal that has ever 
come to our knowledge, and reooinmeml 
thai the pro))er authorities offer a large 
reward for the discovery and conviction 
of all tlio.se engaged in it in any way. 
Wc furlhiu' slate that in our judgment 
all secret soeiel ies whose objcct.s are such 
as 1 he evidenci^ shows that of the Clan- 
lia tiael or United Brotlicrliood to bc, 
arc not in liarnioiiy with, and are in- 
juriiiiis t:i, .\uiericaii institutions. We 
hope lliat in future tlie vigor and vigi- 
lance of tile police force will more than 
eoiiipensatc lor past neglect by part of 
the forcu in this case." 

Iniiiiediatcly after the verdict w.is 
rendered, no less than thirty warrants 
were mailc old for suspected accessories. 
Deputy .Slierill's Palmer, llroderick and 
Williams then drove to the ri.'.siilenc(! of 
Alexander .Sullivan on Oak street. The 
noted Nationalist evinced no surprise al 
the visit of the oilicerH, and (plietly sub- 
mitted to arrest. 11c was taken to the 
eoiinty jail, where, the usual formalities 
having been gone through, lie 
placed in a cell on the ground floor, 
where tlic Anarchists wore incarcerated. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Sulli\an 
was liroiiglil before .ludgc Tiiloy on ii 
writ of lialieas coriius. .Snlliran claimed 
that his arrest was iiiiwarraiileil, iiiul 
the judge said he would be inclined to 
diseliargo the prismnM- wore it not lor 
the fact thai the grand jury had the 
case iu hand. Ho considered the ver- 
dict exGoedinsly indeflnite and vague. 
Prisoner was flicn remanded to jail un- 
til Friday morning, wlien a deoision 
will be rendered.

One of this class, speaking of the mining 
indusl ry at Toad Mountain, .says; "It 
inaile my cheeks bhish with shame 
when, time after time, the Americans I 
met poiiiird with contcuipt at our pro- 
vincial and federal Oovornment's cul- 
pable lethargy in regard to this l ich 
mineral country." These Americans 
went on to describe what the country 
would be like if it were only under 
.•Vmerican rule. The blusher very pro- 
bably did not know that both the feder- 
;d and provincial < ioverunienls do more 
towards making the mining districts of 
I'ritish Columbia accessible to miners 
than ilo the governnients, state or feder- 
al, of the United States. It is well 
Uiiowiilliat ihi' provincial liovermnenl 
has spent more money hi making roads 
to iiiining localities than in the opinion 
of very many it can ulTord. SYlio builds 
mining towns in the United StJitosT Is it 
I he ( JovermcMit or the people? .Shallow 
praters indulge in talk of this kind an l 
other sli.dlow (leople swallow it as if 
it were gospel. Il is I he inliabitanl.s of 
a eimntry that make it, not the (ioverii- 
iiicnt. (Jorernments have far less to ilo 
with the prosperity of nations than 
ihese praters imagine. liovermnenl 
:aniiot make the soil productive or 
the people iiidustrioU-<. It camuit 
brains to those who do not posse-.s llieui, 
nor can it put spirit into the sinritless. 
If the inq,uiry were inatle it would be 
found that the Americans depend far 
less ui)on goveriinieiit assistance than do 
ihe jieople of t'amicla. What the Don- 
.ihl blusher >ilioulil do is to cultivate in 
liim.setf and ollicrs a spirit of sclf-de- 
(lenileiice. (ioverinnents like Provi- 
dence help those who help themselves, 
f'eoplc who are always looking to gov- 
crninenl bir every iniinovoment they 
need and bUiiiing goMTiiment for every 
misfortune that befulW them are certain 
to fall behind in the march of progresa.

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NEBULiE EXPLAINED. 



Inetruotive Information for Stu- 
dents ot Astronomy. 



Acoonllng tul.at« Reiearolivi Nebaln Are 
Neither Very Distant Cluaterg of Slam 
Nor MaHea of Qai, Out Merely a 
Clutter of Meteorite*. 



Ptolemy was tho Urst to point out, when 
ho wus miikiiiK liiB map of the slurs, thiit- 
there were certain "cloudy" stars, of which 
ho Kave Uvo on his map, writes J. Noruiaii 
Lodcyer in Harper's Mugaziiie; and Tycho 
ilnihe, whoso work was done bofore the iu- 
viJiiiion of tho telescope, aUliough he did 
not notice any bodies which wo now class 
as noljulie, was firmly convinced that that 
iu!l)ulnus luminotiity which wo call the 
.Milky-W'ay was something entirely difCur- 
LMit in its nature from the stars. He 
iniiitrined it to bo what ho called an ethereal 
oasence, ii sort of lire-mist, so that wliou in 
hiH tiino, in the year l.TC, a now star ap- 
pciu-od, ho supposed it to bo a considorablo 
a^trloraeration of this ethereal fluid. 
Galileo was able to show that tho Milky. 
Way, the "othereul substanoo" ot Tycho, 
was only an appearance due to enormous 
number* of stars lying in the same visual 
ray ; the stars of which it is composed cati 

, indeed be seen with very small optical 

_,. power. 

It was not tin 1(313, a few years nftor the 
introduction of tho telescope, that wo got 
^•Ihe first real dolinitiou of a body wliicli wo 
I now call a nebula. The first observation 
.woowoto Simon Marias; who. stated that 
i some of the bodies visible la his . telescope 
cxuotly resembled tlio appearance produced 
. by.theflumo of a candle seen through horn. 
It was not tillI0.5U that tho nebula in Orion 
was discovered, althoughnowto tho tra-in^ 
Hoye It is very easily visible, so that it seems 
rather wonderful that it was not discov- 
eroil before In 1714, in England, altcni inn 
bejjiin to be paid to ttiese Ijodies, hut i( was 
not until the time of Sir William Herscliel 
that the most miigniticent revelations were 
'•'made. Ho was the tlrst to construct very 
■'large tolescopua, by means of which objects 
which apjiear to tho cyo us exix'ssively dim, 
or objects eiUirely invisible to the "naliod 
eye, may be bi-onylit into full visibility, lii 
Ibis way Sir 'WiUiam Her.schel coiivinceil 
( himself of the existence of a true nobuious 
'. fluid differing from stars. 

After not only Sir William fiorschel, but 
his son, Sir John Herschol, had iic- 
cumulated vast stores of facts, Lord 
UoHso tooli up the story,, and; made 
u toloscopo very much more powerful 
than any which hiul been employed by the 
Horachols. Hij telescope has a light-grasp- 
ing i)ower compared with tho eye of 180,000. 
The oliief result of Lord Kosse's wprk to 
wlticii wo need horo refer is the idea that in 
u ijreat many bodies which had been olassud 
as nnbulee this enormous increase of optical 
power suffKesicd that we wero only deullDtr 
vvi:li vory distant clusters of stars. 

Lord llosso was able to .get the sugges- 
tion of "resolvability" tn:so-many bodies 
whioh bad .been, classed as hebulu: by Sir 
WlUiam Herscbel mi others tliat gradually 
tho idea came to be held that the most ueb- 
ulous nebula, if we could get sufflcieiit op- 
tical power to bear upon it, would be broken 
up into stars just as ; certainly as the Hillcy - 
Wdy had been by Gialileo. 

This would mean that the nobulsB were 
simply clusters of stars so tnflhltely romnie 
from our.ken that even with the power of 
Lord Rosse's instrument they maincd (he 
appearance of an:ethei:eal essence. 

This was thoi general opinion in ISOl, in 
the early days of spectrum analysis, when D r. 
HuK'gins turned his spectroscope ono night 
to cue . of the- planetary nob"'- <• 
i' ^..ougbt tliatsomotmng nua gone wrong 
the apparatus, because he could ouly see 
A bright line instead of the usual sort of 
spectrtim obtained from a star. Further 
work on other uebulce showed him, how- 
over, t)):it the spectroscope was doing 
its level best, and that the cause, the anom- 
aly, was really that the nebula gave out 
uioiioclii oniatio light, While stars gave out 
liglil of all colors. 

In some cases anolherllnewnsseen, easily 
pi oved to be due to liydj'Ogen.and in anolbcr 
planetai y onobu'a other observers b4vc 
,»iiicc shown that there is another hydrogen 
line visiljle. 

It beciiiiic Dr. Hujif-'iiis' duty to lind out 
tho origin of the Jirst line observed, and he 
came to tlie conclusion, after coiisiderai.lc 
labor, that this line was very nearly, it i,ei 
exactly, in the |)osition of llie cliic-f line 
seen ill the spectrum of inU-n^'cu, and the 
sugKeslioii was tliereforo iiiaile tlial tliese 
iiebuUe wore masses of lutroijen and hyd l o- 
gon prusses mixed, or if not nitrojriMi, s^iije 
constituent of nitrogen mixed willi liydi o 
gen. That result made tlie. idea of Lord 
Itosse conceriiinK' the possibility of the re- 
Bolviibility of uoliuhe into stars untenable.

He says, 
with ])ioU3 iistonislimeiil, that "so wide- 
spread is human vanity that every 
editor considers hi.s jiaper woitli 
reading all tlirdiigli daily," and at 
tlip snioo tjiiin h.' lU.sU-s Till', ( 'lll.lis is-l' 
to print another two eoluniiis of Mr. 
^^'illii^lll \\'ils(iii's snpeiior literature! 

He says tlnil for two jears he lias not 
read tho roporls of the "proceedings of 
the Assembly" ill 'I'm; l 'm.nM.sr, and 
therefore did not know until now of the 
proposed transfer cf lands. He says that 
tho newspapers are "so partisan that 
the reports are inaccurate and niislead-

newsiiapei'fl. It id said lliat both in 
speaking and in w riting he has stated 
that tho Hon. ilolin Hobsoii writes tlie 
leading articles on the subject uf the 
land exchange in 'i'liK Coi onist. Now 
if this be true it is simply a 
piece of impel tiiieiiee to try to 
jieiietrate, and to publish to the 
world, who the writers are in islitorial 
columns. TiiK ('oi.ON 1ST is responsible 
for tlie o])inioiis and the stati'iiieiils pule 
lislied in leading iirtich^s ami iiobii.ly 
else has aiiytliiiig to do with them. 
But if Mr. Wilson's statement be un- 
true what credence can we give to other 
itatemeiits of his, and still more to other 
insinuations ?
